The 
state expects to build almost 1,000 
miles of paved roads during 1322, 
and if this is accomplished Illinois 
can take its place in the front rank 
of the states In highway progress. 


The vital importance of perman- 


ent roads to the economic and indus- 
trial progress of Illinois 
is 
best 


shown by the speedy recognition of 
their value, and the ever-increasing 
number of highway transportation 
companies throughout the state. Al- 
ready there have been demands that 
the paved roads now in use be made 
wider, and it has been said that the 
road builders are striving desperately 
to keep their construction plans ade- 
quately ahead of rapidly enlarging 
traffic requirements. 


BUILD FOR FUTURE NEEDS. 
Traffic needs are Increasing to 


such an extent that builders must 
look years ahead in planning the lo- 
cation and width of our highways. 
Present requirements will be no more 
suitable In 1930 than are now the 
narrow 10-foot state aid roads that 
were considered adequate 
In some 


sections as recently as a few years 
ago. 


FOUR CLASSES. 


The Illinois plan of highway con- 


struction Is carried on by the state 
and counties and is 
divided 
into 


four classes, i. e., Federal Aid, State 
Bonfl Issue, State Aid and County 
Work, technically Known 
as 
15-d, 


under which the counties award con- 
tracts and pay for the roads. This 
money may be refunded later by the 
state. 


IDEAL, TEAR. 


The last year was ideal for road 


building.There were ample transpor- 
tation facilities, labor, materials and 
contractors available. 
During the 


last season Illinois added about 400 
miles of hard surfaced roads to its 
highway system. Among those con- 
structed were the' principal uncom- 
pleted gaps of the Federal Aid sys- 
tem, which fives to the state some 
of the longest continuous stretches 
of hard surfaced pavements In the 
United States. 


IN OTHER STATES. 


Th» last season has also been a 


banner year for other states, and 
the success was due principally to an 
early start. 
Pennsylvania 
started 


early and built 652 miles: Michigan 
built 850 miles and Wisconsin 340 
miles. 


OUTPUT OF MIXER. 


The. largest daily output of one 


mixer in Illinois in 1330 was 
8*7 


feet of 18-foot concrete road; the 
largest season's mileage 
for 
one 


mixer was 8.2 miles. 
In 1921 the 


largest daily output was 1,436 feet 
of 16 foot concrete road and the 
largest mileage laid with one mixer 
was about 18 miles, where day and 
night shifts -were operated part of 
the season. 


SHOULD AWARD CONTRACTS 


EARLY. 


It Is a recognized fact that early 


award of contracts Is essential to 
construction accomplishment. 
Con- 


tractors require practically 60 flays 
after the award of s. contract to or- 
ganize and get ready to lay pave- 
ment, and from CO to 50 days 
to 


reach a maximum output after start- 
Ing. 
Contractors are becoming more 


efficient In road building, as shown 
oy comparison of the maximum rec- 
ords 
In 1920 and 1921. 
However, 


1920 was a trying year for contrac- 
tors. Their output was curtailed by 
every conceivable difficulty. Labor 
troubles, transportation 
difficulties, 


causing a material shortage at des- 
tination, were the chief causes of de- 
lay. In spite of this many contrac- 
tors were successful in the execu- 
tion of their worlc. 


In 1919, the first year that con- 


tracts were awarded on the state 
bond Issue svstem of 
4.809 miles, 


about 170 miles of 
hard 
surfaced 


roads were built, and in 1920, 340 
miles. 
It is' Interesting to note that ftt 


the beginning of 1921 there were 
about 240 miles of uncompleted con- 
tracts carried over, and that during 
this year, Including the awards of 
Nov. 15. contracts have been let for 
631 miles, of 
-which 
considerably 


more than 400 miles are carried over 
for construction In 1922. An accom- 
panying 
diagram 
visualizes 
the 


awards and construction 
of 
hard 


surfaced highways In 1921. 


GOOD ROADS NOW A FACT. 


It Is now possible to drive from Chi- 


cago to East St. Louis over the Dixie 
highway and the Old National Trail 
via Marshall on hard, surfaced pave- 
ment, with the exception of a few 
short stretches 
where 
temporary 


pavement is being: built to allow set- 
tlement of heavy fills. 


The. Chicago, Joliet, Morris, Ot- 


tawa, LaSalle, Peoria, 
Springfield, 


Carlinville, Staunton, Edwardsville 
and East St. Louis route is almost 
complete. 
The exceptions are two 


sections between Spring Valley and 
DePue, and at this point there Is a 
good gravel detour. There are also 
short gaps near Green Valley and the 
Salt Creek bridge south of Mason 
City; about a half mile just south 
of Carlmville and 
an

Put a tablespoon of sul- 


phur in a saucer and add a bit of 
alcohol. 
Put a funnel over this, 


small end up. 
TVet the stain with 


cold water, light the alcohol and 
hold the stain 0\er the funnel. 


It is best to do this at an open 


window for that eliminates all dan- 
ger of Inhaling the fumes. 


Sometimes, if the stain 1s small, 


simply wetting 
it and holding it 


under a burning match serves the 
purpose. 


If the fruit stains are on the floor 


wash them with cold water, 
then 


cover them 
with baking soda and 


rub gently. When dry wash off the 
soda and the stain will 
have dis- 


appeared.

THE WRONG ONES SEE. 


It appears that in the Chicago

President Harding could have sent 


for leaders and members of the house 
and senate himself, 
and he 
could 


have sent members of his cabinet to 
labor with senators and 
congress- 


men. 
If he had chosen to do that he 


could have had his way on every bit 
of legislation that has come up. He 
can still do It if he chooses to. 


Many Republican leaders are urg- 


ing him to do it now, and have hopes 
that the president will take com- 
mand during the new sessions. This 
hope does not lie in 
anything Mr. 


Harding has said or done. 
Whether 


he l.as any crystallized Intention of 
taking command no person can tell. 
But that ha could do It, If he wanted 
to, admits of no question. 


PATRONAGE THB "BIG STICK." 
It is frequently said by the cynical 


tbat a president can exercise control 
of the senate and house as long as 
he hag Important patronage to be- 
stow, and that If a president doesn't 
entrench himself 
during the 
first 


year by the use of his patronage he 
is not likely to be able to take con- 
trol later. In the present case, Mr. 
Harding- still has a good deal of pat- 
ronage which lie could use as a lever 
If he felt like it. 


Further than that. In the presen 


case Mr. Harding's capacity to mak 
himself leader rests on a dlfferen 
basis. H« la popular throughout th< 
country. The senate and house ar< 
not popular. The m«mben of the sen 
ate and house know this 
becausi 


they have just returned from vaca 
tlons in which they found out how 
their constituents are reeling. 
Th' 


public makes a clean distinction be 
tween tha Republican president and 
on the other hand, the Republican 
house and senate. Mr. Harding could 
if he chose, use his personal popular 
!ty as a leverage to lead the house 
and senate. 


ELECTIONS COMING. 


The Republican house and senate 


would like very much just now to 
edga in under the mantle 
of 
Mr 


Harding's personal popularity. With- 
in a very few months the entire 
membership of the houie will ba ur 
<br re-elertion in primaries and with- 
in a year they will all be up at a gen- 
eral election. 
The same is truo o 


one-third of the members of th< 
senate. 


A Republican senator or represen- 


tative running for re-election can 
have hardly any as=et so great as the 
president's approv.il. Very soon now 
there will be calls from Republican 
senators and representatives for the 
president to write letters in their be 
half or to -visit their states and smile 
upon them before tha voters. 


MAT COJIB TO IT. 


I surmise that Mr. Harding wll! 


do a good deal of thinking before 
he assumes leadership over congress. 
At the same time, the greater llkll- 
hood Is that he will come to It. When 
Mr. Harding as a senator, used to 
criticize dictation from Wilson In the 


White House, h» wasn't as a

Harding really meant it. He was 
deeply disturbed over Its possible 
effects on our form of government. 


HARDING RELUCTANT TO ACT. 
The president is tenacious of ideas 


that lodge In his mind through his 
own processes of thought, and It will 
cause him much concern if he has to 
take the attitude towards congress 
that Wilson and Roosevelt did. It 
isn't like Harding to do himself the 
thing he has honestly deplored In 
others. But the alternative of let- 
ting the senate and house go on as 
they now are is too serious. 


Mr. Harding really has two offices 


One is president of the United States. 
The other is an Indefinite but never- 
theless real responsible leadership 
of the Republican party. When the 
public tries to personify the Repub- 
lican party it doesn't think of the na- 
tional chairman, John T. Adams nor 
the former national chairman, Will 
Hays. It thinks of Warren G. Hard- 
ing. He can't very well escape the 
responsibility. 


These are the reasons now being 


strongly urged why Harding should 
assume leadership of the Republican 
majority in the bouse and senate; 
and this pressure is going to grow.

* New Tori;, Dec. 6.—No longer can 
tig league baseball claim to be the 
best paying o£ sports. That distinc- 
tion has passed on to protesslonal 
basketball. Although this game has 
lound favor in New York city only 
^vithln the last two years, a team of 
*neh 
exceptional 
popularity, 
skill 


and drawing: power has been devel- 
oped there that it commands greater 
salaries than are paid in major league 
baseball. 


The Original Celtics is the organ- 


ization in joint. This team consid- 
ered the foremost five in the east—* 
it claims the national championship 
'•—plays two games every week in 
Madison Square Garden. It attracts 
an average weekly attendance of 20,- 
000. 
Nine players arc under contract 


and none of them Is permitted to 
Dlay with any other team. 


The annual payroll of the Original 


Celtics totals slightly more than $90,- 
000. 
The Individual salaries range 


from $1,400 to $2,000 per month or 
58,400 to ?12,00 per season. The team 
plays a six-month schedule so the 
management Is under an expense of 
$90,000 In salaries alone. Additional 
expenses incurred in the exploitation 
of the team 'swells the total to con- 
siderably more than $100,000. 


There are several clubs 
in 
the 


American and National leaRues whose 
payrolls do not hit the $90,000 mark. 
There probably are not more than 
15 players in the two leagues. In- 
cluding the brightest stars of base- 
ball, who receive $10.000 or more 
per year. The general run of base- 
ball salaries is from $4.000 to $6,500. 
It is the exceptional player, indeed, 
who gets more.

The previous Congress, deeply con- 


cerned in behalf of our merchant ma- 
rine, in 1920 enacted the existing 
shipping law, designed for the up- 
building of the American merchant 
marine. 
Among other things pro- 


vided to encourage our shipping on 
the world's seas, the executive was 
directed to give notice of the term- 
ination of all existing commercial 
treaties, in order to admit of reduoed 
duties on imports carried in Amer- 
ican bottoms. 


NONE COMPLIED. 


During the life ot the act no exe- 


cutive has complied with this order 
of the Congress. 
When the present 


administration came into responsi- 
bility it began an early inquiry into 
the failure to execute the expressed 
purpose of the Jones act. 
Only one 


conclusion has been possible. Frank- 
ly, members oE public and Senate, 
eager as I am to join you In the makingH 
of an American merchant marine com- 
mensurate with our commerce, the 
denouncement 
of 
our 
commercial 
treaties would involve us in a chaos 
of trade relationships and add inde- 
scribably to the confusion of the al- 
ready disordered commercial world. 


HAVE POWER. 


Our power to do so is not disputed, 


but power and ships, without comity 
of relationship, will not give us the 
expanded trade which is inseparably 
linked with a great merchant marine 
Moreover, the applied reduction of 
duty, for which the treaty denounce- 
ments 
were necesary, 
encouraged 


only the carying of dutiable imports 
to our shores, 
while the 
tonnage 


which unfurls the flag on the seas is 
both free and dutiable, and the car- 
goes which make a nation eminent 
in trade are outgoing, rather than 
incoming. 


INTVITES TOLERANCE. 
It is not my thought to lay the 


problem in detail before you today 
It is desired only to, say to you that 
the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment, uninfluenced by the protest o, 
any nation, for none has been m»de 
is well convinced that your proposal 
highly intended and 
heartily sup- 


ported here, is so fraught with dif- 
ficulties and so. marked by tenden- 
cies to discourage trade expansion 
that I invite your tolerance of non- 
compliance for a very few weeks un- 
til a plan may be presented which 
contemplates no, greater draft upon 
the public 
treasury, 
and which 


though yet too. crude to offer it to- 
day, gives such promise of expand- 
ing our merchant marine that it wil 
argue its own approval. 


It is enough to say today that we 


are so possessed of ships, and the 
American intention to. establish 
a 


merchant marine 
is so unalterable 


that a plan of reimbursement, at no 
other costs than is contemplated in 
the existing act will appeal to the 
Pride and encourage the hope of al 
the American people. 
COMPLETE "PERMANENT" TARIFF 


There is before you the completion 


of the enactment of what has been 
termed a "permanent" tariff law, the 
word "permanent" being used to dis- 
tinguish It from the emergency act 
which the Congress expedited early 
in the 
extraordinary 
session, and 


which is the law today. I can not too 
strongly urge an early completion 
of this necessary 
legislation. It is 


needed to stabilize our industry at 
home; it is essential to make more 
definite our trade relations abroad. 
More. It is vital to the preservation 
of many of our industries which con- 
tribute so notably to the very life- 
blood of our nation.

CONDITIONS ABNORMAL. 


Everything

We are a creditor na- 
tion, not by normal processes, 
but 


made so by war. 


MUST PROTECT SELVES. 


It is not an unworthy selfishness,

absolutely essential to the genera 
prosperity of the country. 


Congress has sought very earnestly 


to provide relief. It has promptly 
£iven such temporary relief as ha 
been possible, but the call is insisten 
for the permanent solution.

inevitable that large crops lower th 
prices and short crops advance them 
No legislation can cure that funda 
mental law. But there must be some 
economic solution for the cxcessiv 
variation in returns for agricultura 
production.. 


DISTRIBUTION REMEDY. 


In the main the remedy lies in dis

JUSTIFIED IN REBELLION. 


No one challenges the right of the 


farmer to a larger share of the con- 
sumers pay for his product; no one 
can dispute that we cannot live with- 
out the farmer. 
He is justified in

Given a fair return for his la- 


bor he will have less occasion to ap- 
peal for financial aid: 
and 
given 


assurance that his labors shall not be 
In vain, we reassure all the people 
of a production suficient to meet our 
national 
requirement and 
guard 


against disaster. 


FREIGHT RATES SCHEME 


HARMFUL. 


The existing scheme of adjusting 


freight rates has been favoring the 
basing points, until industries aro 
attracted 
to some centers and re- 


pelled from others. 
A great volume 


of uneconomic and wasteful transpor- 
tation has attended, and the cost In- 
creased accordingly. The menaces in 
concentration are not limited to the 
retarding influences on agriculture. 
Manifestly 
the 
terms 
ot 
railway 


transportation ought not be permit- 
ted to increase the undesirable tend- 
ency. 


It has been, perhaps, the proudest 


claim of our 
American civilization 


that in dealing with human relation- 
ships it has constantly moved 
to- 


ward such justice in distributing the 
product of human ener y that it has 
improved continuously the 
economic 


status of the mass of people. Ours 
has been a highiy productive social 
organization. On the way up 
from 


the elemental stages of society we 
have eliminated slavery and serfdom 
and are now far on t' ' way to the 
elimination of poverty. 


REACH HIGH POINT. 


Through the eradication of Illiter- 


acy and the diffusion of education, 
mankind has reached a stage where 
we may fairly say that in the Ignited 
States equality of 
opportunity has 


been attained, though all 
are 
not 


prepared to embrace 
it. 
There is, 


indeed, a too great divergence than 
the economic conditions of the most 
and the least-favored classes in the 
community. 


.While this set of problems is com- 


monly comprehended under the gen- 
eral phrase "capital and labor" It Is 
really vastly broader. It is a question 
of social and economic organization. 


A FUNDAMENTAL. 


The right of labor to organize is 


just as fundamental and necessary 
as is the right of capital to organize. 
The right of labor to negotiate, to 
deal with and solve 
its 
particular 


problems, 
in an 
organized way, 


through its chosen agents, is just as 
essential as is the right of capital to 
organize, to maintain 
corporations, 


to limit the liabilities of 
stockhold- 


ers. Along this line of reasoning we. 
shall make the greatest progress to- 
v.-ard 
solution of our 
problem of 


capital and labor. 


MUST BE RESTRICTED. 


Just as it is not desirable that a 


corporation shall be allowed to im- 
pose undue exac'.lons upon the pub- 
lic, so it is not desirable that a labor 
organization shall be permitted 
to ex- 


act unfair terms of employment or 
subject the public to actual distress- 
es in order to enforce its terms. 


Finally, just as we are 
earnestly 


seeking for procedures, 
whereby to 


adjust and settle political differences 
between nations -without resort to 
war, we may well look 
about 
for 


means to settle the 
differences be- 


ized labor without • « • strikes, lock- 
outs, boycotts and the like. 


COMMUNITY ABOVE ALL. 


It might be well to frankly 
set 


forth the superior interest of 
the 


community as a whole, to either the 
labor group or the capital 
group. 


With right, privileges, immunities 
and modes of organization thus care- 
fully defined, it should be possible to 
set up judicial or quasi judicial tri- 
bunes for the consideration and de- 
termination of all 
disputes which 


menace the public welfare 


After each war, until the last, the 


Government has been enabled to give 
homes to its returned soldiers and 
a large part of our ^.ottl -ment and 
development h.is attended this gen- 
erous provision of land for 
the na- 


tion's defenders. 
MUCH RECLAMATION POSSIBLE. 
There is yet unreserved approxi- 


mately 200,000,000 acres in the pub- 
lic domain, 20.000.000 acres of which 
are known to be susceptible of 
re- 


clamation and made fit for homes by 
provision for irrigiation. 


The Government has been assist- 


ing in the development of its remain- 
ing lands 
until the 
estimated in- 


crease in land values in the irrigated 
sections is fully 5500,000,000 and the 
crops of 1920 alone on th^ lands are 
estimated to exceed $100.000.000. 


HOMES GREATEST BENEFIT. 
Home making is one of the great- 


est benefits which Government can 
best own. Measures are pending em- 
bodying this sound policy to which 
we may well 
adhere. 
It 
is eas- 


ily possible to make available perma- 
nent homes which will provide, in 
turn, foj- prosperous American fami- 
lies, without injurious 
competition 


•with established activities or impos- 
ition on wealth already acquired. 


AID FOR RUSSIA. 


While we are thinking of promot- 


ing the fortunes of our own people I 
am sure there is room in the sym- 
pathetic thought of America for fel- 
low human beings who are suffering 
and dying of starvation in Russia. 


We do not recognize the Govern- 


ment of Russia, nor tolerate the pro- 
paganda which emanates ''.erefrom, 
but we do not forget tho traditions 
of Russian friendship. Unreservedly 
I 
recommended the appropriation 


necessary to supply 
the American 


Relief 
administration 
with 
corn 


and seed grains, not alone to halt the 
wave of death, but to enable spring 
planting in areas where 
the seed 


grains have 
been exhausted tem- 


porarily to stem starvation. 


There are ;i full score nf topics 


concerning which it would be bo- 
coming to address you. and on which 
I hope to make report at a later 
time. I have alluded to the things 
requiring 
your 
earlier 
attention. 


However, T can not end this limited 
address without a suggested amend- 
ment to the organic law. 
WANTS CONSTITUTION AMENDED. 


I think our tax problems, the ton- 


rlency of wealth to seek non-taxable 
investment and the 
menacing in- 


crease of public debt, federal, slate 
and municipal—all justify a propos- 
al to change the constitution so as 
to end the 
issue 
of 
non-taxable 


bonds. No action can change the 
status of the many billions outstand- 
ing, but we can guard against fu- 
ture encouragement of capital pa- 
raly&is. while a halt in the growth 
of public indebtedness woxild be ben- 
eficial throughout our whole land. 
MUST 
BE 
CAREFULLY 
CONSID- 


ERED. 


Such a change in the constitution 


must be thoroughly considered be- 
fore submission. There ought to be 
what is known as the inevitable in- 
fluence on our vast 
national debt 


which will operate on the necessary 
necessity of refunding of the debt. 
Clearly the state would not ratify 
to their own apparent disadvantage. 
I suggest thp consideration because 
the drift of wealth into non-taxable 
securities is hindering the flow o 
large capital lo our Industries, man- 
ufacturing, agriculture and carrying 
until we are discouraging the verj 
activities which make our wealth
